THIS PLAN OF MERGER (this "Merger Plan") has been adopted by MICRON 
TECHNOLOGY, INC.. a Delaware corporation ("MTI"). as of the 28th day of July. 1999. 



RECITALS: 



WHEREAS. MTI owns of record more than ninety percent of the issued and outstanding 
shares of capital stock of Micron Communications, Inc., an Idaho corporation ("MCC"); ai^ 

WHEREAS, the MCC Committee of the Board of Directors of MTI has deegi^ it 
advisable for the benefit of MTI and its shareholders that MCC be merged with and t«;jS^MTI,^ 
pursuant to the provisions relating to parent/subsidiary mergers set forth in the Idaho ^^ess 
Corporation Act and the Delaware General Corporation Law (the "Merger") and this Nre^isf 
Plan. ^,^3 ■=fg. 

NOW, THEREFORE, pursuant to resolutions duly adopted by the Board of Directors^

ARTICLE 1
